A war department circular to the

DON'T SHOOT THE HAWKS. 


Why shoot the chicken hawk when 


it comes within range? 
Why shoot 


any hawk? True, we all do so,.. or 
have done so. But why? For 
the 


most part, we fear, because we were 
simply savages out to slay; 
indeed, 


more savage than the savages, for 
the latter rarely killed animals which 
were not "dangerous or which could 
not be used. 
Now, about the hawk, 


let us go once more to Uncle Sam, 
who is passing wise in many things. 
Uncle Sam has been studying hawks. 
Of 124 stomachs of marsh hawks 
which were examined, 45 per cent of 
the hawks had been feeding on mice, 
18 per cent o_n other small mammals, 
18 per cent on reptiles, frogs and in- 
sects, and only a very low percentage 
on poultry and smatl birds. We do 
not tod that this bird was so ,very 
destructive -to quail and partridge af- 
ter all; 
and it is under this 
latter 


supperstition that most 
sportsmen 


shoot hawks when they find oppor- 
tunity. Uncle Sam concludes that the 
marsh hawk is a beneficial bird and 
that its presence and increase should 
t»e encouraged in every possible way. 
Then why shoot it down, as it flits 
by, striving, in its own ancient and 
appointed way, to get on in the world, 
iust as each of us is striving? We 
counsel each sportsman to think the 
matter over, and to remember that 
the results of scientific investigation 
are more conclusive than hasty sup- 
pcstion.—February Field and Stream.

What amount of HchoolliiK or book 


leurniuj,' 1» due the bo.v of today IH a 
question of universal hitwst because 
of the widespread belief In higher ed- 
ucation. 
The K<'Jicnitlon which tollH 


the young folks thut In former times 
three months' schooling a year arid a 
thorough drilling in the three K'n were 
exceptional privileges Is met with the 
argument that-things have changed. It 
IH s;iid that n boy cannot compete with 
modern conditions without an up to 
date training. Very many parents and 
|he educational and public authorities 
hold tenaciously to this la.st opinion. 


The father who thinks that he was 


robbed of his just dues by being cut 
o'u? with the three months and three 
U's in his early teens wants to see his 
sons go the whole course of modern 
schooling. 
It doesn't follow always 


that the boy appreciates this natural 
feeling or makes the most of his 
chances and bis father's self denial. 
But it Is one thing if be won't and an- 
other thing if he can't make good his 
father's expectations. 


All boys are not born good scholars, 


but most all American boys have the 
stuff In them to make their way some- 
where if given half a chance. And it 
is as pitiful to see a boy struggling 
against a fate which chains him to 
unloved books as it is to see another 
boy thwarted in his passion for books. 
It is an evil, of course, to wish to reach 
the top at a single bound, to try to 
walk without learning to creep. But 
the sympathy for the boy's welfare 
which takes the form of forcing him to 
some drudgery as a matter of disci- 
pline might well be directed toward 
finding out what drudgery will be the 
least killing to spirit and ambition and 
what discipline will best serve the end 
in view. If a boy prefers swinging a 
sledge at the anvil or stoking an engine 
or wearing the grime of a machine shop 
to sitting over an office ledger or cram- 
ming for hated school examinations bis 
nerves and muscles are too lively to 
take in the educational bit gracefully 
and travel in harness. When he comes 
to need book learning, if he ever does, 
he'll get it as Elihn Burritt got his—at 
the anvil; as millions in all ages have 
got it—by burning the midnight oil; as 
Edison got bis when doing daily tours 
at the keyboard. The saying "What's 
in the blood comes out in the bone" is 
as trite today as in the classic past. 
Furthermore, this is the age of spe- 
cialization, and the directors of activ- 
ities in all departments are inclined to 
take boys before they think they know 
it ail and train them to know some one 
thing well. 
The boy who discovers 


what he can't do will in the end discov- 
er what lie can do. 


3Iary Magdalene Baffles Hall Calne. 


Admirers of Hall Caine's literary 


productions will be interested in know- 
ing that the author of "The Christian" 
and "The Prodigal Son" has found one 
subject beyond the scope of his facile 
pen. 
Mr. Caine says: 


Once I was FO captivated for a little 


while by what may bo called the American 
development of the religious novel that I 
attempted a story with the pathetic and 
inspiring person of Mary Magdalene for 
its central figure. That story never got 
itself completed. Before I had gone far I 
had realized the fundamental difficulty of 
any enlargement of the beautiful theme 
without disturbing preconceived ideals and 
alienating settled sympathies. * * * My 
story of Mary Magdalene shall never be 
finished and it shall never be published, 
but I am far from sure that the genius of 
fiction in the time to come may not in 
better hands secure for the novel such a 
triamph over Scriptural themes as the 
masters of pictorial a.rt have in a few in- 
stances achieved. 


The novel is a most effective vehicle 


for presenting and illustrating great 
truths and principles, aud doubtless, as 
Mr. Caine suggests, the time will cotue 
when masters in flctiou will draw free- 
ly upon the wealth of incident aud 
character to be found iu the Bible. 


A permanent museum of notable fea- 


tures in municipal enterprise will be a 
unique exhibition and a valuable ad- 
junct to the study of municipal prob- 
lems. This is a vast country, and one 
half of it never gets an object lesson as 
to how the other half fares iu the mat- 
ter of transportation, paving, lighting, 
housing, schools, public art and the 
like. Cities thousands of miles npart 
strive to solve the same questions by 
means radically different, and a mu- 
seum where the results in each cnse 
are displayed side by side will be of 
incalculable service to the officials of 
cities which still have the ground to 
go over. Chicago's enterprise will not 
only attract sightseers, but will doubt- 
less lie copied and rank as the pionwr 
municipal museum.

PRESIDENT'S TRIP 


RETURNS 
AFTER 
RECEPTIONS 


AND DINNERS IN NEW YORK. 


Chief Executive Attends Banquet Giv- 


en by Hungarian Republican Club 


in New York. 


New York, Feb. 15.—After two days 


of receptions and dinners in New York 
city, President Roosevelt left over the 
Pennsylvania railroad for Washington. 
The concluding events included a re- 
ception at the University club and the 
dinner given by the Hungarian Repub- 
lican club at the restaurant "Little 
Hungary," on the East Side, where a 
president has never been before. The 
fact that Mr. Roos-evelt was to visit 
places where he has not been since he 
was governor of New York, and wheie 
no other president, while in office, has 
been, led to unusual police precau- 
tions, but nothing untoward happened. 


In the carriage vith the president 


was Marcus Braun, president of the 
Hungarian 
Republ can 
club, whose 


guest Mr. Roosevelt was; Police Com- 
missioner McAdoo and Secretary Loeb. 
The "Little Hungary" cafe was elabor- 
ately decorated. A Hungarian orches- 
tra especially pleased the president 
with its'inspiring masic throughout the 
dinner. 


The president l«ft the Hungarian 


club dinner after making a brief 
speech in which he told of the duties 
of an American cithen as he saw them, 
and was driven directly to the Des 
Brosses street stat'on. where he took 
a boat for Jersey City, and upon ar- 
rival there he boarded his train. 


From the time tb.3 president arrived 


on the East Side until his departure 
the greatest precautions were taken 
for his safety. 
Secret servic'j men 


guarded his person, and policemen in 
uniform and in plan clothes were sta- 
tioned all about the restaurant and for 
blocks on each side, so that the great 
crowds of East Side residents who had 
gathered to see the chief executive of 
the nation were not able to get within 
tv.-o or three blocks of him. When the 
president left the buiquet hall he was 
heartily cheered by people in the win- 
dows and doors of tenements near by. 
Mr. Roosevelt waved his hat in re- 
sponse as he entered his carriage and 
started for the ferrr. 


In his address at the banquet. Presi- 


dent Roosevelt remarked: 
"Ameri- 


canism is not a matter of birthplace, of 
ancestry, 
of creed, of occupation; 


Americanism is a matter of 1he spirit 
that is within mans soul. From the 
time when we first became an indepen- 
dent nation to the present moment 
there has never been a generation in 
which some of the most distinguished 
and most useful iren were not men 
who had been born on the other side of 
the Atlantic, and it is peculiarly appro- 
priate, and to me peculiarly pleasant, 
that in addressing this club of the 
men upon whose effort so much of the 
future welfare of this city, of this 
state, of this nation depends, I should 
be addressing men who show by their 
actions that they know no difference 
between Jew and Gentile, Catholic and 
Protestant, native-lorn and foreign- 
born; provided only the man. whatever 
his creed, Whatever his 
birthplace, 


strives to live so as to do his full duty 
by his neighbor and by the country as 
a whole. We can nDt keep too clearly 
before our minds the fact that for the 
success of our civilization what is 
needed is" not so much brilliant ability, 
not so much unusvlal genius, as the 
possession by the average man of the 
plain, homely, worladay virtues thst 
L-ake that man a gsod father, a good 
husband and a good friend and neigh- 
bor—a decent man tvith whom to deal 
in all relations of life." 


Congressman 
SuUer (Dem.), who 


represent an East Side district, paid 
a glowing tribute to President Roose- 
velt and denounced the United States 
senate, saying: "The senate is today 
an aristocratic, autocratic and pluto- 
cratic body. It is me most un-Demo- 
cratic. the most in-Republican, the 
most un-American nstittition in our 
political system. Some of the senators 
are all right, but most of them are gen- 
erally wrong and try to stay wrong. 
Just think of it. my friends. 45 men in 
the United States senate practically 
control and run the government of the 
United States, spurn the executive, 
spit upon the house of representatives 
and bid defiance to the American peo- 
ple. We can never secure the reforms 
the American people want and de- 
mand: we can never change the pluto- 
cratic system now enthroned and in 
7>ower throughout Uie country until we 
reform the senate of the 
United 


States."

Washington, .Feb. 15.— Ambassador 


Porter already has justified the faith 
he expressed to the state department 
in his ability tb find some trace of the 
remains of John Paul Jones. He has 
cabled the state department from Paris 
as follows: "Sunk shaft; found rows 
of graves undisturbed at a depth of 17 
feet." This refers to the preliminary 
examination which the ambassador has 
been making of the ground which once 
formed the site of the cemetery to 
which the remains of John Paul Jones 
were traced.

Passengers Suffering From

years the railroads traversing north-] 
ern Indiana have experipnced no such.

The next day the woman 
took chloroform, and died three days 
later, leaving a note, telling of a 
suicide pact between the two. 


It develops that Von Lichtenberg. 


which is the man's real name, an offi- 
cer in the Prussian army, came to 
X'e* York several years ago with his 
wife. He changed his" name lo Lam- 
bert, and, with his wife, went to Mex- 
ico to manage some mining 'proper- 
ties. There Lambert met Miss Marsh, 
who was then the wife of a Chicago 
lawyer named Rodon. 
Rodon soon 


died, leaving his wife flfl.OW. 
Leav- 


ing his wife and child in Little Rock. 
Ark., where they still are Lambert ran 
away with Mrs. Rodon.

The MoKt Ancient of Statue*.

cient city of Udnunka (or Adab), near 
;he present village of Blsmya, and has 
been identified by an Inscription as that 
of King Daddu of Udnunka.

tattie is of pure white marble, weigh- 
ng 200 pounds, and is almost perfect. 
Udnuuka, under the name of Adab, 
was in existence many centuries be- 
'ore Babylon was founded. It is inen- 
ioned in the code of Hammurabi, but 
little is known of it. King Daddu is 
not mentioned in the earliest records.
